‘2 Million Lawsuit 
Filed Against County, 
Sheriff Department 


Crawford County, its sheriff department, 
and seven members of the sheriff dept. have 
been named defendants in a $2 million law- 
suit filed by Fredrick and Emma Ahrns, 
formerly of Grayling Township. 

The Ahrnsées are asking for $2 million in 
damages because their rights under the 4th, 
8th, 9th, and 14th amendments of the U.S. 
Constitution and the Civil Rights Act were 
allegedly violated by the sheriff department 
members. 

The suit has been filed in U.S. District 
Court in Bay City by attorneys Richard 
Smith and Harry Gill, of Bay City, repre- 
senting the Ahrnses. Individuals named in 
the suit are Joe White, Robert Ruddy, Jeff- 
rey Anthony, Paul Smith, Art Clough, Jr., 
William Heemer, and Michael Johnson. 
Clough and Heemer are both currently 
working for another police dept. near Bay 
City. 

Among the charges in the lawsuit: 

* A deputy entered Fred Ahrns’ car and 
drove it out in the street, spinning the tires, 
and leaving it in the middle of the street. 

* A deputy stopped Ahrns without justifi- 
cation and verbally harassed him while 
making him stand outside in freezing 
weather for about 20 minutes. 

* Deputies, both on and off-duty, verbally 
harassed Ahrns at his job and in public 


places. 

* Deputies drove into the Ahrnses’ drive- 
way shining a spotlight at premises and one 
time leaving fast enough for tires to throw 
gravel upon premises. 

¢ Arrested Ahrns without probable cause 
with intent to deprive him of his civil rights. 

Ahrns was arrested on July 8, 1982, on a 
charge of disorderly person by jostling in a 
public place. That charge was dismissed by 
the Prosecutor’s office and a new charge of: 
assault and battery was lodged. Ahrns was: 
later declared not guilty of that charge bya: 
jury trial. . 

The Ahrnses contend that as a result of the. 
actions of the defendants, they have suffer- 
ed physical and mental distress, disruption 
of family life, loss of wages and employ- 
ment, embarrassment, humiliation, shame, 
degradation, and fear. They’re asking for $1 
million in compensatory damages and $1 
million in exemplary damages plus 
payment for attorney fees for the lawsuit. 

The defendants were served with the 
lawsuit Monday, Feb. 6. Sheriff Joe White 
had no comment except that the lawsuit was. 
turned over to attorney Owen Cummings, of 
the Michigan Municipality Risk. 
Management Authority. Cummings is also 
currently defending the county in a lawsuit 
filed against a K mart EDC project. 


County Equalized Values 
Expected to Increase 3% 


Equalized values in Crawford County will 
increase about 3 percent according to tenta- 
tive figures released by Larry Hunter, 
County Equalization Director. 

Last year, the equalized values did not in- 
crease at all, but that was the first year 
without an increase in 17 years. An eight to 
twelve percent increase has been normal 
the last thirteen years and in 1970 equalized 
values jumped 27 percent. 

The 3 percent increase represents the en- 
tire county. Individual assessed values may 
vary throughout the county. 

Grayling Twp. leads the seven govern- 
mental units with a total of $58,834,250 in 
assessed property. South Branch Township 
is next with $21,445,900 in total assessed 
property. The city of Grayling has 
$21,417,800, Frederic Township $20,400,900, 
Lovells Township $17,577,378, Beaver Creek 
Township $14,039,562, and Maple Forest 
Township $4,506,830. 

Lovells had the most assessed agricul- 
tural property at $1,205,350. The city of 
Grayling had the most assessed commercial 
property with $10,163,700 and the most in- 
dustrial at $1,149,100. 

Maple Forest had the largest percentage

increase in total assessed property as the 
tax base increased overall about 33 percent. 
The tax base increased about 4 percent in 
Lovells, 3 percent in Frederic, Beaver 
Creek, and South Branch, and one percent in 
Grayling Township. The city of Grayling’s 
tax base decreased about 2.5 percent in the 
tentative figures. 

The tentative figures don’t include new 
construction yet and the Grayling Health 
Care Center and two other new buildings 
within the city will fallin that category. 

Residential property accounts for about 80 
percent of the county tax base and the real 
estate market sets the value for assessing 
the property.

On New Middie School 


The price for a new middle 
school has increased $200,000 
or four and a half percent 
since last year, the Crawford 
AuSable School Board found 
out Monday night at their 
regular monthly meeting 

School officials: said 
changes in interest rates and 
construction costs have 
driven the total cost of a new 
middle school to $4.5 million. 
The same project was 
estimated at $4.3 million last 


September when voters 
rejected a new middle school 
proposal 1233 to 776. 


The same building propo- 
sal for the new price will be 
on the ballot June 1! in the 
annual school election. 


In other school news, 
Michigan State projections 
indicate the district may 
have about the same overall 
number of students with an 
increase expected at the ele- 
mentary level. Superinten- 
dent Kent Reynolds said 
another kindergarten sec- 
tion may have to be added 
next year. He said no 


decision has been made yet 
about housing fifth graders 
but transferring to Frederic 
Elementary would probably 
be recommended again. This 
year, nearly a hundred 


Grayling fifth graders are 
being bused to Frederic to 
relieve overcrowding at the 
Grayling Elementary.

Funding for K mart 


Another hearing on a lawsuit to rescind the issuance of 
bonds for a Grayling K mart project by the Crawford County 
Economic Development Corporation is expected to be 
scheduled soon in Circuit Court here. 

The lawsuit, filed by John Kraus, was amended after 
Judge William Porter ruled in a first hearing that Kraus did 
not have the right to bring legal action against the project 
bond approval. 

The amended lawsuit claims future loss of business for 
Kraus because of the unfair financing along with other 
damages does give him the right to initiate legal action. 

William Carey, an attorney for Kraus, said it’s a mis- 
conception that Kraus is trying to stop K mart from building 
in Grayling. What he is trying to stop, Carey said, is the in- 
appropriate use of public tax-exempt bonds for a large cor- 
poration which doesn’t need the break. 

While the legal battle continues, construction has started 
at the site for the proposed K mart store. The $2.7 million 
% store will oceupy 52,500 square ft. along the I-75 busiriess loop 
south of Grayling across from the Northern National Bank,

CHRISTIAN - 
HUMANIST WAR 

Dr. Clay Nuttall with an 
earned doctorate in the 
study of separation of Chur- 
ch and State, has declared 
that the situation between 
church and state” in 
Nebraska “is a war, and any 
other view leaves the obser- 
ver confused.” Seven Chris- 
tian fathers remain in jail as 
prisoners of war while their 
wives and children have fled 
the state as fugitives. At 
Grand Island, Nebraska, the 
principle, chairman of the 
deacon board, and the head 
teacher of Calvary Academy 
are being fined $50.00 each 
per day that their Christian 
Day school] remains open. At 
another Bible Baptist Chur- 
ch in Nebraska, the church is 
being fined $200.00 per day 
and the pastor Robert Gels- 
thorpe is also fined $200.00 
per day while the school 
remains open. The pastor 
must also report to the coun- 
ty jail and be locked up each 
day during school hours. 

The only reason these 
Christians are being per- 
secuted is because they 
refuse to allow the state to 
license and control their 
ministry. The state backed 
by the National Education 
Association and their subsi- 
diary, the Nebraska State 
Education Association, are 
determined to control all 
education, Catherine Barrett 
of the NEA boaSted in 1972: 
“We are determined to con- 
trol the direction of educa- 
tion.’’ After the IRS changed 
the NEA’s tax status to a 
UNION, the past president, 
John Ryor, said, We will 
become the foremost politi- 
cal power in the nation. 

Let us examine the facts of 
NSEA’s involvement in poli- 
tics in Nebraska. Nebraska 
has the last unicameral 
(single house) state legisla- 
ture in this country. With 
only 49 state senators, the 
NEA can control the state by 
electing only 25 members. In 
the 1982 election with only 
half of the members running 
for election, they supported, 
12 candidates giving from a 
low of 11% to a high of 37% of 
their total contributions.

They contributed $75,191 to 
the election of Governor Bob 
Kerry. The NEA TODAY 
magazine said: ‘‘Nebraska 
Secretary of State, Allen 
EBeerman, in discussing Bob

the difference were the 
members of the Nebraska 
State Educator’s Assn.”’. 
While the state and 
teacher’s union seem to have 
contro! in Nebraska, the 60 
Christian schools in Maine 
just won a legal victory over 
the state and their power to 
license _ their schools. 
Famous constitutional attor- 
ney Willian Ball who argued 
the case for the churches 
saw the court decision as ‘‘a 
very powerful lesson for 
other states.’”’ Pastor Her- 
man Frankland, president of 
the Maine Association of 
Christian Schools said, “We 
are a threat to the one-world, 
liberal establish- 
ment...Christian schools are 
a stay against this one-world 
program.” Here in Michi- 
gan, over 100 Christian 
schools are challenging the 
State’s right to license their 
ministry. They won the case 
in court, but the State of 
Michigan is appealing. The 
battle over both religious 
and civil liberty is now un- 
derway in America, (adv.)

Consumers’ spokesman Paul 
Knopick said that the utility’s 6.5 
cent per kilowatt hour rates are 
among the lowest in the nation and a 
proposed increase to 10 cents per 
kilowatt hour when the project 
becomes operational would still 
leave it with relatively low rates.

Knopick said the utility is conduct- 
ing a new study to determine when 
it will become operational. A pend- 
ing $776 million rate hike includes a 
request for $564 million when the 
project begins operations. 

Knopick said financial markets 
apparently still have faith in the 
utility’s financial health, evidenced 
by the sale late last year of two 
issues. 

Non-Whites more likely to get 
Jail Sentence 

A study by the Michigan Prison 
Overcrowding Project has indicated 
that non-whites convicted of felonies 
are more likely than whites to be 
sentenced to either prison or jail. 

In only one category of crime were 
whites, according to the study, more 
likely to be sentenced to jail or 
prison, said Patrick Clark, research 
associate for the project. 

The study, which attempted to 
exclude factors such as region and 
prior arrests, shows that ‘in terms 
of strictly disposition, non-whites 
are more likely to go to prison, no 
matter what the crime,’’ Clark said. 

He said felony dispositions, such 
as suspended sentences, probation, 
jail or prison sentences, were given 
their own statistical weights in 
reaching the result. 

Raw figures for 1983 show that of 
56 percent of those convicted of 
felony charges were whites, and 44 
percent were non-whites. According 
to the Dept. of Management and 
Budget, 1980 census figures showed 
that approximately 85 percent of the 
population was white and 15 percent 
non-white, 

Enacting a sentencing guidelines 
bill could help do away with the ten- 
dency of non-whites receiving more 
stringent sentences, Clark said. 
That bill would establish a process 
whereby judges would issue senten- 
ces using a formula that considers 
the defendant’s criminal record and 
the severity of the crime involved. 

The bill could also help standarize 
sentences, generally. Part of the 
study also dealt with sentences 
issued defendants convicted of 
various crime and Clark found that 
while the sentences of those 
prisoners convicted of armed rob- 
bery with no prior record averaged 
just over three years, sentences 
ranged from six months to 99 years.

What's So Special? 


by Sharon Prislipsky 

Do learning disabilities 
really exist? Admittedly, in 
most cases medical testing 
reveals nothing definite. 
EEG or “‘brainwave”’ testing 
may be completely normal 
and yet the symptoms of 
learning disability are ap- 
parent. A medical doctor 
may examine the learning 
disabled child and see noth- 
ing amiss. ‘“He’ll outgrow 
it,” the physican often says. 
But sometimes that is not the 
case. 

A learning disabled child 
may have some or all of the 
following symptoms: 

1) Hyperactivity - inability 
to be still, constantly in 
motion. 

2) Emotional mood swings 
and over-reactions. He or 
she may get easily excited 
by almost nothing or on the 
otherhand become furious at 
some imagined insult. 

3) Inability to stop an ac- 
tivity or change to another 
activity easily. This is called 
perseveration. 

4) Confusion about left and 
right. In young children 
sometimes no clear 
preference for the left or 
right hand develops. In 
school age children this may 
become reversals of letters 
or words or even ‘‘mirror 
writing.” 

5) Clumsiness or awk- 
wardness - perhaps the child 
had great difficulty learning 
to tie his shoes or ride a bike. 
It should be noted however 
that some learning disabled 
children are very well coor- 
dinated but have many other 
symptoms. 

6) Inability to understand

or use spoken language. 
While severe language prob- 
lems are less common symp- 
toms some children have 
mild difficulties in this area 
and may express their needs 
and wants in a very im- 
mature speech. 

7) Memory problems. 

8) Difficulty learning to 
read, write or do simple 
arithmetic. 

Not too many years ago 
educators believed that the 
problems listed above were 
the result of emotional 
disturbance, poor home life, 
or lack of motivation. Child- 
ren with these symptoms 
were often retained until 
they became long-term 
school failures. Or worse 
yet, they were made fun of. 
This was the result of 
ignorance about the brain 
and how children learn. 

We now know that learning 
disabled children have nor- 
mal or above-normal intelli- 
gence. However, without 
special teaching and under- 
standing they will continue 
to fail in school. 

Not every child who has 
some of the symptoms des- 
cribed in this article has a 
learning disability. 
However, if you know a child 
who has some of these symp- 
toms and you suspect he has 
a learning disability, you 
may want to talk to a special 
education staff member. 
Remember that you, as a 
parent, have a right to have 
your child tested at no ex- 
pense to you. There is no 
reason to feel ashamed of 
asking for testing or special 
help. We will tell you how 
your child is learning and 
whether or not he qualifies 
for special help. We want to 
see each child succeed to the 
best of his or her ability.

surgeries will undoubtedly 
increase at the hospital. 

Basically, the program 
will start at the doctors of- 
fice where patients will fill 
out forms. A nurse from the 
hospital will act as a liason 
between the doctor’s office 
and the hospital.

A friend of mine found a 
deer horn which he claims 
once adorned the head of the 
buck he had been, hunting 
with his trusty bow and later 
with his rifle. Is what he 
found a hornor an antler? As 
one authority put it, you will 
find horns on cattle, sheep, 
goats and antelope, but the 
antlers are a characteristic 
of deer, elk and moose. 

Antlers drop off and are 
replaced annually while 
horns remain on the animal 
year after year. The only ex- 
ception to this is the Amer- 
ican pronghorn antelope 


“ which sheds the outer cover- 


ing of its horns annually. 
Antler size is determined 
more by maturity, heredity, 
and the availability of food 
than by age. New antlers 
begin to grow in April or 
May. During the summer, 
they are covered with a soft 
skin or velvet. This velvet is 
hairy and fleshy and is laced 
with blood vessels. By late 
August or early September, 
the bucks lose the velvet 
from their antlers. The ant- 
lers are polished on small 
trees and brush until they 
are brownish colored with 
white tips. | 
Antler growth is probably 
the fastest bone-growing 
process known. It has been 
estimated that a buck uses 
as much energy to grow a 
large set of. antlers as.a-doe 
does to produce a set of 
fawns. Research has shown 
that misshapen antlers are 


not the result of damage to’ 


the antlers themselves but 
damage to the animal’s 
body. If an injury involves 
the animal’s left side, the 
right antler will be affected 
and vice versa. 

The antler my friend found 


- is something more than the 


excitement a hunter feels 
when it is still a part of the 
deer or a knife handle or but- 
tons for a buckskin shirt or 
even nutrients for a mouse 
or a porcupine who will 
recycle the antler (horn). 
For many, it is a wonder that 
becomes even more of a 
wonder as more is learned 
about how it becomes what it 
does.

Middle School Outdoor 
Living Class Ends the Term 
in a Blaze of Activity: 

The purposes of the Out- 
door Living classes at the 
Grayling Middle School are 
to teach respect for the out of 
doors; to teach skills that 
help make the out of doors 
less ominous and more fun;

But nonetheless, 
good sir, please believe we 
are alive, moderately well, 
and diligently doing what we 
have done for centuries: at- 
tempted to enlighten the 
medieval mentality of those 
who insist we cannot 
possibly see the Light due to 
the eternal dimming power 
of our towering egos. 

After reading your most 
recent column, I could not 
help but find myself per- 
plexed and then astonished 
by more than one of your 
sweeping generalities. I, asa 
Christian parent, have no 
difficulty in ‘‘preserving the 
moral purity of my family 
unit.’’ What I do have diffi - 
culty with, however, are 
people who reinforce their 
feeble arguments with scrip- 
ture. It is relatively simple 
to take portions of it out of 
context, and then proceed to 
flagellate those unsuspect- 
ing “murderers and per- 
verts” with partial truths. 

Speaking of partial truths: 
Romans 13:1 reads ‘‘Every- 
one must obey state authori- 
ties because no authority 
exists without God’s per- 
mission and the existing 
authority has been put there 
by God.” In the event the 
Good News translation is not 
sufficient, the King James 
version of Romans 13:2 con- 
tinues: ‘‘Whoever opposes 
the existing authority op- 
poses what God has ordained 
and they that resist shall 
receive to themselves dam- 
nation.” Naturally, the 
Young Reader’s Bible is not 
so severe, and merely 
finishes with ‘“‘these who 
resist (authority) will incur 
judgment."’ 

Now, while this sort of 
scriptural selective picking 
and choosing may be the 
prerogative of anyone who is 
able to read, I personally 
find it bordering on hypo- 
critical fraud; a slick way 
for the pseudo-pious to take 
advantage of the literally 
disadvantaged. Most honest 
people take the Gospels 
seriously, even though many 
are driven to distraction by 
mystical meanings, verbose 


commentaries, and so much 
misinformation that they are 
unable to apply the ancient 
verbage to their own lives in 
the current era. 

And, as to Orwellian ob- 
fuscation: I say bunk, in- 
deed! The only obscure thing 
about ‘‘1984” is that some 
would use it as they would 
use The Word to confound us, 
or perhaps return us to that 
monumental time, say about 
360 A.D., when the populous 
was kept in perpetual 
ignorance by the Church, 
herself. It was a time when 
Christianity was beginning 
to open its pubescent bud; a 
time when it was also attem- 
pting to secure for its illus- 
trious agents more pomp 
and phony circumstance 
than was ever seen at a State 
funeral. Ah yes, the goad old 
days, we lament, dreaming 
of heightened morality, ab- 
solute truth, and the purity 
of heart and scul. When the 
most respectable of ec- 
clesiastical writers have 
been obliged to confess ‘‘the 
streets were filled with the 
incessant tumult of business 
and pleasure...every species 
of vice...adultery, theft, 
idolatry, poisoning, murder; 


‘all was familiar to the 


inhabitants of the Holy City 
(Jerusalem),’’ Gibbon’s 
Decline and Fall, Vol II, pg. 
625-626. 

No thanks, Pastor Barnett, 
you keep those ‘‘good old 
days”’. I’ll busy myself with 
reading about it while I con- 
tinue to pry into it to see 
what those people did or did 
not do to elevate humankind 
above the beasts. 
Castigating people, I have 
found, never does make 
them more cooperative. In 
all events, name calling is 
for children. 

In summation: The next 
time you take on the 
Humanists, might I suggest 
you seek one who can neither 
read nor write. Good day, 
and may God temper your 
pen with more wisdom and 
less toxic waste.

Ordinance Prohibiting Filing of False Reports 
ORDINANCE 84-1 


Section I 

It shall be unlawful for any person to report or cause to be 
reported any felony or misdemeanor, or give any information 
relating to any such felony or misdemeanor, to the Crawford 
County Sheriff Department, or to any member of ssid Crawford 
County Sheriff Department by telephone, in writing or by any 
other means of communication, knowing that no such felony or 
misdemeanor had, in fact, been committed. 

Section I} 

It shall be unlawful for any person to give information or 
reports to the Crawford County Sheriff Department, or to any 
member of said Crawford County Sheriff Department, relating 
to any felony or misdemeanor, which information or report is 
rare and which information or report such persons know to be 
alse. 

Section III 

It shail be unlawful for any person to give any information, 
knowing it to be false to any member of the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department, when such member of the Crawford County 
Sheriff Department is in the performance of his or her official 
duties, 

Section IV 

Any person violating any of the provisions of this Ordinance 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00), or by 
imprisonment in the County Jail for a period not to exceed 
ninety (90) days or both. 

This Ordinance shall take effect 60 days after being adopted.

This Special Meeting of the Board of Commissioners con- 
vened at 1:30 p.m. for the purpose of reconsidering a Jan. 26th 
action accepting a $16,939.00 proposal of AuSable Construction 
Co. for insulating portions of the courthouse and jail ceilings.

The 
motion to rescind was then called to a vote, which was halted 
when a commissioner witheld his vote pending clarification of a 
parliamentary question. Sabin stated that he could not render an 
opinion on the parliamentary question without first researching 
past minutes and Mason’s Rules; but said he felt the most im- 
portant issue here was to correct a technical error and refer the 
matter to the proper authority. The vote on the motion to res- 
cind was then completed, passing unanimously. 

A motion was then made and seconded to refer the matter of 
the insulation to the Crawford County Building Authority for a 
recommendation. The motion passed six to one, with Welser 
voting no.
